LESSON VIII.—FIRST QUARTER, 
FOR FEB. 19, 1911. 


Text of the Lesson, | Kings xix, 1-16. 
Memory Verses, {1-13 — Golden 
Text, Isa. xi, 3i—Commentary 
Prepared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


In the last lesson we left Elijah in 

'humble, patient, persevering, believ- 
ing prayer on the top of Carmel, down 
upon the earth with his face between 
his knees, commanding his servant to 
go again and again, even seven times, 
until he should see some indication of 
the promised rain. At the seventh 
\time the servant saw a little cloud 
like a man’s hand, and soon the heav- 
en was black with clouds and wind, 
and there was a great rain, How 
suggestive the little cloud was of the 
man’s hand that was taking ‘hold of 
God in prayer! ; 
; How great the contrast between 
Ahab eating and drinking, enjoying 
himself, thinking more of horses and 
mules than of perishing people (xviii, 
1), why should Elijah need to pray so 
earnestly for it? This is perplexing 
to many, but it is His way. Concern- 
ing His great promises to Israel in 
the future He says, ‘I will yet for 
'this be inquired of by the house cf 
[eaves to do it for them” (Ezek. xxxvi, 
37). 
The question should search us, 
|Have we anything of the zeal of God 
find persevering prayer that Elijah 
ad? 


When Ahab reached home and told 
Jezabel all that Elijah had done she 
was angry indeed and sent a mes- 
senger to him with a threat that she 
would have his life within twenty- 
four hours. Now comes the strange 
part of the story in the seemingly sad 
fact that the man of God who feared 
not Ahab nor all the prophets of Baal 
shauld flee for his life at the threat of 
this wicked woman when it seemed 
that he was needed so much just at 
that time to lead the people back to 
\the God who had answered by fire. 
| By a look in the wrong direction he 
seemed to lose his hold on God. Like 
Peter, when he saw the wind boister- 
ous, he began to sin (Matt. xiv, 30). 
If we would be established we must 
always see the Lord alone and re- 
{member if God be for us who can be 
against us. 

As he sat under a juniper tree far 
away in the wilderness he realized 
\that he was no better than others and 
{not worthy to live. The conflict was 
tuo severe, and he would fain be at 
rest. He was a man just as weak as 
any of us and strong only in the Lord. 
The Lord, who is always full of'com- 
passion, had not forsaken His weary 
and discouraged servant, and as be 
lay.and slept one of those blessed 
ministering spirits (Heb. i, 14) pre- 
pared something for him to eat and 
drink and awaked him that he might 
be refreshed with food as well as 
sleep.

DRIVING OUT DISEASE DEVIL, 


Ceremony of Mangs, One of Lowest 
Indian Castes. 

One of the lowest castes in India is 
the Mang, concerning whom a writer 
says: ‘Of all the practices in which 
the Mangs have a part perhaps the 
most significant is that which has re. 
erence to ceremonies of ‘riddance’ in 
connection with epidemics. Such 
ceremoniés would seem to have been 
universal at one time or another 
among all primitive peoples, and are 
apparently of two different: kinds. 
Either the ‘disease devil’ is driven 
forth by force with much uproar or 
he is persuaded by methods of kind- 
ness and propitiation to remove his 
unwelcome presence. The latter 
method is employed in certain parts 
of the Deccan and on such occasions 
the Mangs play an important part. 
“A male buffalo, purchased by the 
contributions of the village, is led to 
the temple of Mar Ai, the goddess 
specially associated with epidemic 
diseases. A woman is then 
dressed to represent the goddess, red 
paint is applied to her forehead and 
the horns and flanks of the buffalo 
and a ‘procession is formed, headed 
by the woman and by the buffalo, 
which is usually led by Mangs. In 
front of the buffalo walk seven 
Mangs, each bearing an earthenware 
pot containing a mixture of four in- 
toxicating drugs and seven kinds of 
grain. 

“The buffalo is cut with a sword 
and a hole is pierced in one after 
another of the jars, so that‘as the 
rocession circumambulates the vil- 
age its pussage is marked by a trail 
of blood and of the liquid dropping 
from the jars. On reaching once 
more the temple of the goddess the 
buffalo is killed and the woman, who 
all the time is forbidden to look be- 
hind her, drinks of its blood. The 
head of the buffalo is then buried | 
before the goddess.”

How can you render 
‘whiter than snow” in the dialects of 
West Africa, where snow is utterly 
unknown.

- Lengua, the speech of 
an Indian tribe in Paraguay, which 
has been furnished during the past 
year with the Gospel according to St. 
Mark, is so unwieldly that the word 
eighteen can only be represented 
thus: ‘Sohogemek-wakthla-mok-emi- 
nik-antanthlam.” Literally trans- 
lated that means, “Finished my

For the subjects of the Emperor 
Menelik a complete New Testament 
has at last been published in Tigrin- 
ya, a Semitic language spoken by 3,- 
000,000 people in the Tigre province 
of Abyssinia; while the Korean Bible 
tapidly approaches completion. In 
Braille type for the blind new books 
of the Bible were completed last year 
in Welsh, Spanish, Italian, Gujarati, 
and two forms of colloquial Chinese. 
There are now: in existence thirty-one 
versions in embossed type for the 
blind which the society has helped to 
provide. . 


Radium Isolated. 

Hitherto the metal known as radium 
has been certain salts with a radium 
basis, such 9s bromide and chloride; 
pure metallic radium has not been 
known.: 

The isolation of pure radium has 
been accrenpliebed by means of elec- 
Hest as the result of the unremit- 
ting labor of Madame Curie and her 
co-iaborer, Debierne. Thus iso- 
lated radium appears as a whité me 
tal which alters rapidly when it comes 
in contact with the ‘air, changing 
from white to the condition of black 
oxide, It burns paper, energetically 
decomposes water, and adheres firm- 
ly to iron. 

This is about all that is known so 
far of this mysterious metal. The in- 
vestigators had only one decigram of 
radium salt to work with But since 
they sealed the precious metal in a 
tube as soon as they succeeded in 
isolating it, they will be able to study 
it at leisure, 


A Faithful Elephant. 

A naturalist tells an anecdote of an 
Indian elephant which is one of the 
best proofs of the sense of the animal 
and of its power of communicating 
its thoughts. An elephant was order. 
ed to drag a tree which proved too 
heavy for its strength. It was urged 
and excited to continue its efforts till 
the poor animal broke the chain by 
which it was fastened and ran away. 
All supposed it had escaped to the 
jungle, where it would mix with the 
wild elephants and be seen no more. 
But in about an hour this faithful 
and sensible servant of man return, 
ed, accompanied by two other ele- 
phants, and by their united strength 
the tree was easily removed. Tha 
other elphants disappeared after the 
work was done, and the wise tame 
elephant remained. 


An Amazing Apparition. 

In connection with one of the par- 
ties given by the widowed Countess 
of Ancaster a strange story is told. 
It was in 1893, and one of the guests, 
a lady who had just arrived, said, 
“T’ve just seen Sir George Tryon on 
the stairs. He looked very strange 
and white, and did not speak.” But 
Sir George Tyron was then in the 
Mediterranean engaged in manoeu- 
vres, and the lady was so informed. 
She persisted, however, that it was 
Sir George whom she saw, for she 
knew him extremely well. The next 
day cume the terrible news of the 
Victoria and Camperdown, and the 
admiral’s tragic fate. 


Last of Birnam Wood. 

Near Dunkeld, in the Highlands of 
Scotland, is Birnam, Macbeth's coun- 
try.
